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BIG FORCE DROPS 
ATON BOMBS ON

Italy 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force bombers flew last night 
into the smoke still rising from 
the destruction wrought Tuesday 
night at Turin, mangled Italian 
arsenal city, and loosed explosives 
ranging up to four-ton block-bust- 
ers in a one-hour assault’ which 
left large new fires spreading in 
the industrial areas. 

Great damage was acknowledged 
in the Italian high command com- 
munique broadcast today from 
Rome. 

The Air Ministry said that three 
bombers failed to complete the 
1200-mile round trip from Britain 
across the Alps, but said “a strong 
force” participated—suggesting 200 
or 300 planes. 

The Germans later reported that 
all three of the missing British 
bombers fell in France, where the 
British acknowledged they ran into 
heavy anti-aircraft fire on the re- 
turn trip. 

While the actual number was not 
announced, London sources said 
the formations struck with even 
greater strength than the squad- 
rons of Stirlings, Halifaxes, Lan- 
casters and Wellingtons, designat- 
ed simply as “a force,” which made 
the Tuesday night raid, Tuesday 
night’s raiders took an hour to 
cross the coast line; last night’s 
force passed for 90 minutes. 

Gunners of a four-motored Lan- 
caster were credited with destroy- 
ing an enemy fighter.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—While 
the general outline of civilian-mili- 
tary collaboration was laid down 
in the recent truce between the 
War Production Board and the 
Army, a conflict continued over 
how much of the total productive 
capacity of America shall be de 
voted to making civilian goods and 
how much to producing weapons 
for the Army and the Navy. 

Partly, of course, this is an in- 
evitable controversy arising in 
WPB's Requirements Committee, 
where representatives of all agen- 
cies with a claim on production 
meet to thresh out their differ- 
ences. But it goes deeper than 
that, with Leon Henderson, re- 
sponsible for civilian needs, and 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of 


WPB, fearful that the military will 
cut so drastically into civilian life 
as actually to impair productivity 
and morale. 

The latest dispute was over 
newsprint. The Army and Navy 
Munitions Board passed on to Hen- 
derson and Nelson a recommenda- 
tion for a drastic cut in the total 
output. They pointed to the need 
for man power and transportation 
in other fields. 

Henderson, backed by Nelson, 
opposed a cut as drastic as the Mu- 
nations Board proposed. In a 
memorandum, one of Henderson's 
top assistants, on the civilian sup- 
ply side, had this to say: “Al- 
though it is true that newsprint 
cannot be used to fire at the en- 
emy, nevertheless the newspaper 
has an important function to per- 
form in war economy.” 


Clash on Soup, Gasoline. 


In matters large and small the 
conflict arises. The Army’s Service 
of Supply is not interested in 
canned soups. Therefore military 
men took the point of view that 
production of canned soups could 


One of the chief sources of con- 

troversy is the allocation of gaso- 
line and fuel oil. Under Secre- 
tary of War Robert Patterson and 
‘Lieut. Gen. Brehon Somervell are 
impatient with civilian claims. Peo- 
ple would be healthier if their 
houses were a little bit cold, they 
argue. Let ‘em walk, they say 
when the discussion turns on the 
amount of gasoline to be allotted 
to civilians. And they have a 
compelling argument, of course, 
when they cite the huge demands 
for motor fuel made by the pres- 
ence of our forces along 1000 miles 
of North African coast. 

The Army’s demand for food is 
constantly increasing. The ratio 
of pork products is allotted now 
on the basis of 80 per cent for ci- 
vilians and 20 per cent for the 
armed forces, but the military is 
pressing to have the ratio altered 
so that a larger share will go to 
men in uniform. 

An interesting sidelight on this 
controversy is that it was Hender- 
son and his civilian suppliers who 
a year and a half ago were the 
strongest proponents of conversion 
and of a reduction in the civilian 
side of the economy. They argued 
constantly for curtailment of the 
production of gadgets and luxuries, 
often against the stout resistance 
of dollar-a-year men. 

Disturbed at Army Proposals. 

Now, however, they are fearful 
that the cuts desired by the Army 
are so drastic as to make it all 
but impossible to sustain an econ- 
omy functioning at a level 60 to 

70 per cent higher than ever be- 
fore. They are thinking in terms 
of necessary repairs,.of power, of 
transportation, of the inevitable ra- 
tio thatemust go into the mainte- 
mance of the civilian side of life. 

It is here, of course, that one of 
Nelson’s strengths is most appar- 
ent. He has a very real and func- 
tioning knowledge of the needs of 
civilians, based on his years as 
active head of the biggest mail or- 
der house in the country. 

But the big task is Henderson’s, 
a job of such magnitude that it is 
difficult to realize its extent. It 
is made more complicated by di- 
vision of authority. On the mat- 
ter of gasoline rationing, for ex- 
ample, three or four men can give 
trim orders, One is William Jef-

“All our planes returned,” .the 
communique said. 
The air battle developed in con- 
junction with a heavy Allied bomb- 
ing assault on the Japanese air- 
drome at Gasmata, New Britain, 
where 500-pound bombs were 
dropped in dispersal bays, causing 
considerable damage. 
One Fortress Downs 5 Zeros. 
A Flying Fortress piloted by 
Lieut. Melville Ehlers of New Or- 
leans accounted for half of the 10 
Zeros shot down and probably de- 
stroyed two more. The plane 
limped back to its home airdrome 
at dusk. 
The Fortress fired 4000 rounds 
of ammunition in one 15-minute 
engagement with the Zeros, which 
attacked from different directions 
and in pairs. 
“Everytime one of our gunners 
halted to shove a fresh clip into a 
machine-gun, another was firing 
hot and heavy at the attacking 
Japanese,” Ehlers said. “None of 
our gunners was light on the trig- 
ger.” 
Zeros shot out Ehler’s cable con- 
trols, but didn’t damage any of the 
four engines. He landed the big 
plane as gently as possible and his 
crew announced, “This is one fight 
we'd like the folks back home to 
know about.” | 
There were no further reports 
concerning the whereabouts of six 
Japanese destroyers which were 
driven off earlier in the week, in 
an attempt to land reinforcements 
in the Buna area. 

Curtin’s Review. 
Curtin told the House in his war 
review that President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill de- 
cided even before the fall of Singa- 
pore that their first task was the 
defeat of Germany. 
That decision, he said, involved 
Australia in what essentially at 
present is a holding’ campaign. 
Singapore fell last Feb. 15. 
Australia, with all the help it 
can obtain from the outside, must 
be prepared to hang on until the 
maximum Allied strength can be 
concentrated against Japan, Curtin 
said. 
He warned the nation it must 
be prepared to repulse strong air 
and sea-borne attacks from Japan- 
ese concentrated on the island of 
Timor, to the north. 
He said Australian Army battle 
casualties in New Guinea up to 
Dec. 1 had been 2190, of which 
640 had: been killed in action or 
died of wounds. 
“Much to Be Thankful For.” 
“Australia has much to be thank- 
ful for,” Curtin said. “We have 
felt the impact of enemy bombs, 
but have been spared the horror 


soil, There should be, throughout 
the continent, a universal feeling 
of deep gratitude and thanksgiv- 
ing. Recently it has been Ameri- 
can seapower that has been the 
bulwark between Japan and Aus- 
tralia.” 

Curtin said, however, there was 
“nothing to justify the optimistic 
view that the end is in sight.” 

“Japan is the master of vast ter- 
ritories with large populations and 
vital. resources for war,” he said. 
“Her strength is still great.” 

Solomons Campaign. 

Expressing gratitude to the 
United States for the work of 
American forces in the Solomons, 
the Prime Minister said the enemy 
was still powerful in that area and 
could be expected to try again, de- 
spite heavy losses. 

“American superiority by land, 
sea and air and American capacity 
to reinforce Guadalcanal are good 
omens of ultimate success in the 
conflict in the Southwest Pacific,” 
he said. 

Commenting on unsuccessful 
Japanese attempts to reinforce 
their Buna-Gona detachments, Cur- 
tin said it remained to be seen 
whether the establishr-2nt of Al- 
lied airdromes north of the Owen 
Stanley Mountains would deter the 
enemy from risking further heavy 
losses in that region. ' 

He emphasized that closest co- 
operation existed between himself, 
Gen. MacArthur and Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, commander in 
chief of the United States Pacific 
Fleet, as demonstrated by Mac- 
Arthur’s communiques, operations 
of his aircraft in the South Pacific 
and by the presence of the Aus- 
tralian cruiser Canberra which 
was sunk in that region. 

This was interpreted as a rebuke 
to critics who are clamoring for 
a unified command, 

“This Unique Setup.” 

“When the Australian Govern- 
ment agreed to this unique setup, 
under which it surrendered part 
of its sovereignty and placed its 
defense forces under the control 
of a commander of an allied nation 
it did so on the clear understand- 
ing that its action would facilitate 
the achievement of two results,” 
he said. 

“These results were: First, that 
there would be a unified command, 
and second, that Australia, having 
placed its military resources under 
his command, would not be ex- 
pected to contribute more because 
of its furnishing of other theaters 
of war.” 

He said the importance of Timor 
as a base for Japanese operations 
against Northwest Australia should 
not be overlooked. He described 
the Japanese-occupied island as 
the northwestern counterpart of 
New Guinea. He declared “it is 
important that we should be ready 
and able to eject the Japanese 
from their bases in that area also. 


BRITISH ‘SABOTAGE TROOP’ 
ANNIHILATED, NAZIS SAY 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Dec. 10 (AP).—A “small 
British sabotage troop” was dis- 
covered by the Germans Tuesday 
at the mouth of the River Gironde 
(near Bordeaux on France’s west 
coast) and was annihilated, the 
German high command reported 
today. 

(No account of such an operation 
has come from British sources, 
but the Berlin version suggests 
that a British commando unit had 
gone ashore in the vital Bordeaux 
area, where the Germans have 
submarine bases, either for recon- 
naissance or to damage installa- 
tions.) :

OTTAWA, Dec. 10 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King an- 
nounced today that the use of 
shackles on German war prisoners 
would be abolished Saturday, end- 
ing a policy adopted early in Oc- 
tober as reprisal against similar 


treatment of British and Canadian 
prisoners in Germany. 

A similar announcement was 
‘made by the British Government 
in London. 
Switzerland proposed to Ger- 
many, Britain and Canada Tues- 
day that the shackles be removed 
Dec, 14 and Canada was the first 
to agree, even advancing the time 
by 48 hours, 

A statement by the External Af- 
fairs Department said the Prime 
Minister understood that Britain 
was following suit and “expressed 
the earnest hope that the German 
Government was also promptly ac- 
cepting the Swiss proposal.” 
When the irons are removed 
from German prisoners in Canada 
tomorrow evening they will be left 
off. Thus the actual effective date 
of the unshackling will be the 
regular hour on which they here- 
tofore have been applied. 

“As evidence of the desire of 
the Canadian Government to re- 
spond fully and promptly to the 
spirit in which the Swiss proposal 
is made,” said the announcement, 
“the German prisoners of war who 
have been shackled in Canada will 
be unshackled without delay. 
“Accordingly, orders have been 
issued that prisoners of war in 
Canada should not be shackled 
after Dec. 12.”

Conditions under which a work- 
er would be permitted to change 
jobs inolude: 

When he is competent for more 
highly skilled work unavailabk 
from his present employer, 
When he works a “substantial 
period” at less than full time, 
When the. distance from his 
home to ‘place of work is “unrea- 
sonably great.” 

When he has “compelling per- 
sonal reasons.” 

When his working conditions or 
wages are “substantially less fa- 
vorable” than those prevailing in 
the community for his kind of 
work.

Street Fighiting. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 190 (AP).— 
Germany has begun widespread 
preparations to defend the west 
coast of Europe against a possible 
attack by the Allies, the United 


Nations Information Office report- 
ed today through the Office of 
War Information. 

In Norway, the report said, Quis- 
ling storm troopers are being 
trained in street fighting, with all 
German civilians in that country 
ordered ‘to attend evening meet- 
ings to learn to handle weapons. 
The information committee re- 
ported that the coastal zone of 
Holland had been declared a de 
fense area to a depth at points of 
30 miles, and block houses con- 
structed, camouflaged batteries es- 
tablished and. dunes mined. The 
committee said several children al- 
ready had been killed playing in 
the mined sand dunes. 

The defense area in Holland, 
which includes many important 
cities such as Amsterdam, The 
Hague and Rotterdam, has been 
divided into districts and each has 
an evacuation bureau. 

On the Veluwe plateau, east of 
Utrecht in The Netherlands, evacu- 
ation camps have been built, and 
all persons ordered removed, ex- 
cept those necessary to keep essen- 
tial’ services going. 

For the first time since the occu- 
pation of Belgium, the Germans 
have executed hostages, the report 
continued. It said the German 
military commandant ordered eight 
Belgian hostages shot to avenge 
the death of the Rexist Burgo- 
master of Charleroi, Jean Teughels, 
who was shot to death more than 
a week ago. 

The Prime Minister of the Bel- 
gian Government in Exile, Hubert 
Pierlot, issued a statement prom- 
ising punishment for those respon- 
sible for the hostage killings. Dur- 
ing the last week, the committee 
said, 24 more Belgians were exe- 
cuted for sabotage or possession of 
arms, and 8000 to 10,000 patriots 
were imprisoned for sabotage and 
resisting German authority.

Zeitzler was said formerly to 
have been attached to Hitler’s 
headquarters as the personal rep- 
resentative of Himmler. He was 
an old member of the Nazi party. 

Gen. Halder was reported to have 
bee1. offered command of the oper- 
ational division of the general staff 
under Zeitzler, who is at least 10 
years his junior, but it was not 
known whether he hag accepted. 

Lieutenant in Last War. 
Gen. Zeitzler served as a volun- 
teer throughout the first World 
War, with the rank of second lieu- 
tenant, was discharged as a first 
lieutenant and reactivated in 1926 
as a captain. He became a major 
in 1934, colonel in 1935, a major 
general earlier this year and now 
has been made a full general. 

The Berlin broadcast of a Trans- 
ocean agency dispatch reported 
that a caption under a newspaper 
photograph mentioned Gen. Zeitz- 
ler’s new post, and said that thus 
“for the first time the public has 
learned that Infantry General 
Zeitzler is chief of the general 
staff of the army.” 

The Nazi Government apparent- 
ly took this ynusual means of 
making the first authorized an- 
nouncement of the change in the 
German high command, reports of 
which have been reaching the out- 
side, but never with Berlin’s con- 
firmation.

INVALID, 78: RESCUED 
FROM BURNING HOME 


Mrs. Mary A. Kezer Taken 
Out of Bedroom Just as 
Flames Begin to Spread. 


Mrs. Mary A. Kezer, 78-year-old 
invalid, was rescued by a fireman 
and a police sergeant early today 
from a second floor bedroom in 
her home at 1217 Temple place just 
as the flames started spreading 
in her room. Four other occupants 
of the house escaped unaided. 

The fire, which police said, start- 
ed in rubbish in the rear of the 
basement, swept upward to the 
second floor of the two and one- 
half story brick residence cutting 
off Mrs. Kezer’s escape by. the

Her grandson, James Gray, 12 
years old, sleeping on the first 
floor, warned his mother, Mrs.

“In the central. sector of the 
Eastern front,” the communique 
continued, “our own attack is be- 
ing successfully continued.

VER at El Agheila, where the 

Mediterranean cuts deeply into 

the coast of Cirenaica to form 
the Gulf of Sirte, Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s Axis forces are 
nervously expecting another attack 
by the Allied Army which already 
has driven them in flight across 
700 miles of desert. 


The Axis troops are dug in on a 
strong line which they prepared 
many months ago. That line is 
calculated to withstand great pres- 
sure, but nothing is more certain 
than that Rommel’s eyes are con- 
tinually searching the skies. There 
lies one of his greatest worries, 
for it was the British-American 
air forces which played a major 
part in smashing his defense at 
El Alamein. 


This Allied air force with its su- 
periority of power over the enemy 
is one of the British Eighth 
Army’s greatest assets in the cam- 
paign to drive the Axis from 
Northern Africa, and the’ share 
which American airmen are taking 
in this decisive battle of Libya 
represents one of his proudest con- 
tributions to the victory which the 
United Nations are building. 


Thus the leadership of the Briton 
who commands the Allied air 
forces is, to put it mildly, a matter 
of lively concern to all Americans. 


Visits Coningham. 

It was, therefore, with keen in- 
terest that I responded to his 
cheery welcome and shook hands 
with Air Vice Marshal Sir Arthur 
Coningham, generalissimo of the 
desert skies in these parts. 

The Marshal was drinking coffee 
at a little table set on the sand 
in front of his caravan under the 
powerful sun which already had 
done a considerable part of its 
forenoon job. He explained he 
hadn’t had his breakfast and in- 
yited me to join him in coffee.

Wallace’s Concepts. 


CCASIONALLY persons who 
presume to know the plans of 
the State Department tell us 
that Wallace’s visionary concepts 
have been shelved in favor of a 
State Department policy, and, 
within the last few weeks, one 
writer, in the American Mercury, 
has outlined what purports to be 
the State Department’s picture of 
the future in Europe. But wheth- 
er this is or is not the picture no 
one outside the government can 
positively affirm, deny or qualify. 
The truth is that, whatever of- 
ficial plan may exist for the fu- 
ture reconstruction of Europe and 
the world, and the future organi- 
zation of security and peace; 
whatever thought may have found 
form regarding the social and eco- 
nomic structure of the world fol- 
lowing this war, remain: a secret 
of the administration—if it has 
such a secret. It is even a secret 
to people inside the administra- 
tion,-concerned with such matters 
as the conducting of political war- 
fare. 

Day by day, thousands of words 
are being spoken across the ether 
to sympathizers of ours in enemy 
countries with a view to influenc- 
ing public opinion in other coun- 
tries. But the people who are 
writing the scripts, and taking re- 
sponsibility toward those coun- 
tries, have no idea about what we 
intend our victory to mean, in 
positive terms of reconstruction.

Function of-Leadership. 


T is not the function of private 

citizens in time of war, however 
deeply concerned they may be 
about the future, and however 
much thought they may have given 
over years of their lives to inter- 
national questions, to formulate 
for the public the pattern of a 
coming peace. That is the func- 
tion of the political leadership. 

It is the function of the thought- 
ful critic then to discuss the plans 
advanced. But, if there is no lead- 
ership, or, if the plans are being 
made in camera, and are the priv- 
ileged knowledge of only small in- 
side groups, the mind of the coun- 
try is demobilized.

But the Aldermen, who 
have been dawdling with the redistricting plan for 
more than a year, continued to dawdle, while the 
Mayor, who is personally pledged to redistricting, 
failed to exert effective leadership to complete the 
bill by the specified date. 
Admittedly the drafting of a redistricting bill, 
which may involve the political future of those who 
draft it, is a difficult task. Even so, the long delay 
in this case is inexcusable, and the public must sus- 
pect that the length of time required to whip the 
ordinance into shape was consumed by a frantic 
effort of the Aldermen to draw the ward boundaries 
in such a way as to serve the political fortunes of 
individuals. : 
It is a pretty mess. And, though we hope the 
Election Board will find it possible to change its 
mind and to get the work done in time for the 
spring elections, there is still the possibility that 
the bill will be so hopelessly bad that the Mayor 
will have tq veto it. In that case, the last glimmer- 
ing hope of redistricting for the spring elections 
will be gone. 
Just a word as to the need for redistricting. In 
the 22 years since the boundaries were last drawn, 
great disparities in ward populations have developed, 
so that the citizens are unequally represented in the 
Board of Aldermen. In the Twenty-fourth Ward, for 
example, there are more than 76,000 persons; in the 
Fifth Ward, less than 15,000. In other words, one 
voter in the Fifth has five times as much power as 


54,000 to 17,000; 43,000 to 19,000. These disparities 
represent a violation of democratic principle. 

If the Mayor is able to extricate his administra- 
tion from the situation that has been created, and 
to repair the inexcusable delay, he will have to be 
something of a political Houdini.

Figuring on a Weekly Basis. 


In figuring income taxes, we tend to think 
in annual or quarterly terms. In figuring 
what we can spend we tend to think in 
terms of weekly, bi-weekly, semi-monthly or 
monthly pay checks. 


On a sample basis, the chart herewith is 
designed to help bridge this gap. At vary- 
ing levels of annual net income it shows 
how much should be saved and how much 
could be spent (or used for other purposes) 
per week so that the required amount of 
money will be available on income tax pay- 
ment daies next year, 

Dividing indicated annual income taxes 


HAT good old American custom of 
scrimping for a week or so around in- 
come tax payment time and then living 
as usual until the next pdyment won't work 
in 1943. The tax payments required will 
be too big. 


Unless we save as we earn, the dawn of 
next March 15 will look plenty cold and 
And the United States Treas- 
‘ury will not get all the hard cash due it 
on that date. 


Futhermore, unless all or most of us are 
in a thoroughly sacrificial mood. by then, 
the Treasury may find itself taking in a 
lot of cash with one hand and paying a 
good deal of it out to holders of cashed-in 
war bonds with the other. 


Already various savings institutions are 
telling their clients that cashing in their 
bonds to pay income taxes won’t help the 
war effort, but such education will have 
to be extended greatly, particularly among 
those paying income taxes for the first 
time. 


Aside from war-bond redemption figures, 
the trend of bank loans and insurance 
policy loans around income-tax time will 
bear watching. Borrowing to pay taxes, of 
course, indicates a desire to put off as long 
as possible the evil day when living stand- 
ards really have to be cut. 


A great deal of will power will be needed to meet steeply increased 
income tax schedules next year; financial journal wonders how 
many people will save the money; both citizens and Treasury would 
benefit by pay-as-you-go plan, now indorsed by: Senator George.

As the magnitude of the problem becomes 
more apparent, sentiment is increasing in 
Congress for a “pay-as-you-go” plan. 

Under such a plan, taxpayers will get the 
bad news right away. They will not—be- 
cause they cannot—put off from week to 
week the necessary adjustments in their 
daily living. 


The Treasury will get its money at once, 
and avoid the danger of having a huge 
total of uncollectible accounts on its books 
after the war. 


Would Equalize the Burden. 


Those who have been and will be paying 
income taxes right along won't have to 
make up for the delinquencies of others. 


It “will not be possible for anyone to 
evade taxes by shifting jobs in such a way 
that the amount received from any one 
employer is small enough to keep his or 
her name off Treasury lists. 


Senator George, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said the other day that 
a new tax bill embracing pay-as-you-go prin- 
ciples can and should be enacted before 
next March 15. While legislation must 
originate in the House, he said he is “satis- 
fied” that the House Ways and Means 
Committee “is willing to co-operate” in 
this respect. 


He added that the bill should provide for 
compulsory leans or savings, accompanied 


by a downward revision of individual in- 
come tax rates.

Other recommendations by the 
majority include time and a half 
pay for work in excess of eight 
hours daily or 40 hours weekly 
and a maintenance-of-membership 
clause and a check-off of union 
dues for the AFL, CIO and inde- 
pendent unions representing the 
employes. 

Production and maintenance 
workers in 50 scattered plants of 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co., Cud- 
ahy & Co. and Wilson & Co. are 
affected by the recommendation.

PENDERGAST CASE 


Question of Whether Con- 
tempt Occurred in Pres- 


ence of Tribunal to Be 
Argued. 


By a Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — The 
Supreme Court is scheduled to hear 
tomorrow oral arguments on the 
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appeals of Thomas J. Pendergast, 
Robert E. O’Malley and Alphonse 
L. McCormack, conspirators in the 
10-million-dollar Missouri fire in- 
surance scandal, from the decision 
of the three-Judge Federal Court 
in Kansas City that they had been 
guilty of contempt of court through 
false representations of their coun- 
sel in the so-called “settlement” of 
the insurance rate litigation. .. 
According to briefs filed by the 
conspirators and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, four questions are before 
the highest court. These are: 

1. Whether the _ conspirators’ 
conduct constituted “misbehav- 
ior” in the presence of the court 
or so near thereto as to obstruct’ 
the administration of justice 
within the meaning of Section 
268 of the Judicial Code. 

2. Whether prosecution was 
barred by the three-year statute 
of limitation. 

3. Whether the conspirators’ 
agreement- with the United 
States District Attorney in Kan- 
sas City that they would not be 
prosecuted for other than income 
tax evasion covered, or could 
cover, prosecution for contempt 
of court. 

4. Whether the trial court had 
jurisdiction.

The petitioners, Pendergast, 
O’Malley and McCormack, are re-

Collection Costs Up. 

Notwithstanding the anticipated 
reductions in revenue collections, 
the State agencies collecting them 
reported more funds’ would be 
needed for collection. purposes in 
1943 and 1944 than in the current 
two-year period. 

The Secretary of State received 
$1,275,734 from the road fund for 
collection costs this biennium. The 
requirement for 1943-1944 was es- 
timated at $1,335,000. 

The Oil Inspection Department 
received $111,639 for this biennium 
and estimated the requirement for 
the next two years, at $120,950. The 
Public Service Commission, which 
collects certain bus and truck fees, 
received $206,610 for 1941-42 and 
estimates the requirement for 1943- 
1944 at $295,820. 

Requirements for road bond re- 
tirement and interest, which 
totaled $21,821,150 for 1941 and 1942, 
will be $17,472,300, for the next two 
years. 

There has been some concern 
among State officials as to whether 
road revenues would be sufficient 
in the next two or three years to 
meet the road bond retirement re- 
quirements, but highway officials 
believe the needs can be met, If 
the road revenues prove inadequate 
for this purpose it would be neces- 


to levy a property tax to pay any 
deficiency in road bond retirement 
and interest requirements.

Three fourths cup butter. 


Onefourth cup irradiated evapo- | 


rated milk. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract. 

One and three-fourths cup flour. 

Six tablespoons confectioners 
sugar. 

One cup coarsely chopped pecans. 

Cream butter until very light 
and fluffy. Beat in the milk a little 
at a time until it is all taken up 
by the butter. Add vanilla. Sift 
flour, then measure, Resift with 
confectioners sugar and add a 
little at a time to the butter. Add 
pecans. Roll very. small bits of 
dough, about one teaspoonful for 
each. cooky, between palms of 


hands, Place on floured baking 


pheet and bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) until golden brown, 
about 15 minutes. Roll cookies in 
confectioners sugar while they are 
stid warm. Yield: Six dozen small 


cookies, 

Harlequin Cookies. 
Three-fourths cup shortening. 
One teaspoon vanilla extract. 
One and one-half cups’ light 

brown sugar. 

One egg. 

Three _ tablespoons irradiated 
evaporated milk. 

Two and one-half cups flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon baking powder, 

One-half pound sweet chocolate, 
coarsely chopped. 

One cup chopped pecans. 

Cream shortening and vanilla. 
Add sugar and continue creaming 
until light and fluffy. Add egg 
and milk and beat well. Sift flour, 
then measure. Resift with salt and 
baking powder. Add to first mix- 
ture and mix well, Add chocolate 
and pecans. Chill dough for sev- 
eral hours or overnight. Roll about 
one-fourth inch thick on a _, well 
floured board, and cut with a 
sharp cutter. Bake on ungreased 
baking sheets in a hot oven (400 
degrees) until golden brown, about 
10 minutes. Yield: 15 dozen cook- 
ies, one and three-quarters inches 
in diameter, or seven dozen cook- 
ies two and three quarter inches 
in diameter. Note: Keep cooky 
dough cool or chocolate will melt. 

Chocolate Fruit Cookies. 

Eight tablespoons honey. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup melted butter. 

. Two eggs. 

Three squares chocolate, melted. 

One teaspoon soda. 

One-half cup milk. 

Two cups flour. 

One cup raisins and nuts, dates 
may be used. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Add honey and sugar to melted 
butter. Add the yolks of eggs and 
beat well, then add melted choco- 
late.

General, Manager Jack Zeller 
disclosed that the Tigers would sell 
next Tuesday their Texas League 
franchise at Beaumont where in 
a dozen years of operation De- 
troit developed Hank Greenberg, 
Schoolboy Rowe, Barney McCos- 
ky and other talent for three 
American League pennant winners. | 

Zeller said the Tigers already 
had liquidated their Piedmont 
League holdings at Winston-Sa- 
lem, N. C. 

While the Detroit action in part 
stems from wartime uncertainties 
in the game, particularly in the 
minor leagues, it also means that 
the Tigers are through with out- 
right ownership of farm clubs, a 
principle on which Branch Rickey 
built the famed chain store sys- 
tem of the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Next summer, or after the war 
if baseball goes out for the dura- 
tion, the Tigers intend to send out 
what minor league talent they 
have to clubs on a working agree- 
ment basis. Detroit now has such 
affiliations with Buffalo of the In- 
ternational League, and it is whol- 
ly possible that relations may be 
renewed at Beaumont on that 
basis. 

“We believe the future of minor 
league baseball lies in local own- 
ership,” Zeller declared. “In war- 
time particularly, there is no rea- 
son for big league teams to own 
and operate farm ventures  be- 
cause the chance to develop young 
talent, sole reason for farms, is 
eliminated by the draft.” 

The Tigers plan to dispose of the 
Beaumont franchise, valued at

“boxing booths,” where the carni- 
val boxer must fight any op-

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Dec. 10 (AP).—Jack Doyle, Broadway’s 


official odds-maker, died yesterday. 


The husky-voiced veteran of 
New York's “real Broadway”—the/} 


Broadway he mourned as having sports figures, show people and 


“passed out with the white-tie-and- 
tails days before prohibition—suc- 
cumbed to a heart attack at a ho- 
tel here. He had stopped off in 
Jacksonville for a:-few days en 
route back to New York, after vis- 
iting Miami for his health. 

Doyle quoted betting odds, par- 
ticularly for his newspaper pals, 
on any event on which a wager 
could be made, from a prize fight 
to an election. He was most wide- 
ly-known for his “morning line” 
on the big league baseball pen- 
mant races each spring, but also 
had an international reputation as 
a price-maker on any sport. A 
London bookmaker woke him up 
at 3 a. m. one day to inquire by 
telephone, what price he was quot- 
ing on the America’s Cup yacht 
races that year. Several Argen- 
tines cabled him annually for his 
“figures” on the international polo 
matches. He put out a “winter 
book” each year on. am Kentucky 
Derby. 

Born at Springfield, ‘Mass., he 
went to New York in 1899\and for 
a few years worked as a “sheet 
writer” at local race tracks. Then, 
for 31 years he operated a huge 
billiard parlor at the heart of the 
Great White Way—Broadway and 
Forty-second street. He opened 
this place in company with John J. 
McGraw, late manager of the New 
York baseball Giants, and Tod 
Sloan, the famous jockey. 

In 1938, he retired from that es- 
tablishment and since then devoted 
most of his time to continuing 
what he said was his “hobby of 
furnishing newspapers with the 
odds on all big events. He estab- 
lished his odds from records he

Doyle was an associate of most 
celebrities along the big street— 


politicians, He insisted he was not 
a betting commissioner, as he was 
most commonly called, but strictly 
a price-maker. 

And, by way of explanation he 
pointed out that he never took a 
commission or made a quarter bet- 
ting until 1936, when “some trifling 
commissions were forced on: me in 
the Roosevelt landslide election 
that fall.”

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 10.— 
on stockholders of North 
American Light & Power Co, are 
in for a beating in the campany’s 
proposed liquidation, it was dis- 
closed today. 
North American Light & Power 
is a subsidiary holding company 


of the North American Co., which 
owns nearly 85 per cent of the 
common stock of North American 
Light & Power. 

North American Co, is the par- 
ent company of Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri, while among subsidi- 
aries of North American Light & 
Power are Illinois Iowa Power Co., 
Iilinois Traction Co. (Illinois Ter- 
minal Railroad) and. Missouri 
Power & Light Co North Ameri- 
can Light & Power has no con- 
trol over Union Electric. 

At a Securities and Exchange 
Commission hearing before Trial 
Examiner William W. Swift on 
the proposed dissolution, North 
American Light & Power's own 
statement declared that the cur- 
rent value of assets was less than 
the total of outstanding debts and 
preferred stock. “Hence,” accord- 
ing to the statement, “there is no 
equity for common stock.” 


Ordered to Liquidate. 
North American Light & Power, 
a holding company controlling util- 
ity subsidiaries in Missouri, Ili- 


nois and Kansas, was ordered by 
the SEC last December to file a 
dissolution plan. 

The company carries its assets 
on its book at $45,677,268, but John 
Jirgal, a Chicago reorganization 
specidlist, told Examiner Swift: 
“It is certain that consid@rable 
shrinkage must be recognized. Also, 
no provision has been made for 
claims which have been or may 
be asserted.” 

The company has outstanding a 
5% per cent bonded debt of $5,- 
623,500 held by the parent corpo- 
ration, the giant North American 
Co.; 194,180 shares of preferred 
stock, of which its parent holds 
$4,925 shares, or nearly 44 pe rcent, 
and 6,288,059 shares of common 
stock, of which the parent com- 
pany own 5,327,067 shares, or nearly 
85 per cent. The remainder of 
preferred and common stock is 
rather widely distributed among 
the public. 


Liquidation Proposed. 
The proposal to liquidate com- 
prises two steps. One is to pay 
off the debentures by using $2,200,- 


000 cash; by selling 3298 shares of 
preferred and 75,000 shares of com- 
mon stock of the Missouri Light 
and Power Co., subsidiary of North 
American Light and Power, and by 
selling 63,980 shares of Northern 
Watural Gas Co., another subsidi- 
ary. If the sale does not realize 
$3,423,500, the securities would be 
transferred directly to the deben- 
ture holder. 

The second step would be to dis- 
tribute pro rata among preferred 
stockholders 1,050,000 common 
shares of Kansas Power and Light 
Co.; 291,270 shares of Northern Na- 
tural] Gas common; 312,478 shares 
of Illinois Iowa Power Co. com- 
mon, and 300,000 shares in com- 
mon stock warrants. The com- 
panies named are North American 
Light and Power subsidiaries. 

North American Light and Pow- 
er, according to Jirgal, was 
launched in 1926 by taking over 
two predecessors. At that time it 
was controlled jointly by the North 
American Co, and the Samuel] In- 
-sull interests, the latter dropping 
out later. It expanded until 1932, 
controlling at its peak a $350,000,- 
000 utility empire. 

A substantial part of its invest- 
ment was in a network of inter- 
urban railways centering in St. 
Louis, where it participated in 
spending $20,000,000 during these 
years for improving terminal fa- 
cilities. It also entered the natural 
gas and electric fields. Since 1932, 
however, its assets have shrunk 
steadily, Jirgal said. 

The liquidation plan is subject 
to SEC approval.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP) .— 
‘Canadian and United States Gov- 


Newspaper Advisory Committee to- 
day that the supply of newsprint in 
1943 would be about 24 per cent 
under the current rate of pro- 
duction.

PRIVATE AND GOVERNMENT 
DEBT ROSE 11 PCT. IN 1941 
TO TOTAL OF 185 BILLIONS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP). 
RIVATE and Government 
P net indebtedness increased 
11 per cent to more than 185 
billion dollars last yedr, the 
Census Bureau reported today. 
The bureau said Federal Gov- 
ernment indebtedness out- 
stripped all other categories by 
rising 35 per cent. This re- 
versed the pattern of 1940 when 
private debt for the first time 
since 1929 increased more than 
the public debt. 


Of the 1941 indebtedness more 
than 120 billion represented pri- 
vate debt while the remainder 
constituted obligations of Fed- 
eral, state and local govern- 
ment, the bureau said. 

Short-term indebtedness of 
consumers increased rapidly 
during the first three quarters 
of 1941 but declined in the last 
quarter and showed a net rise 
for the year of only 8 per, cent. 
Mortgage indebtedness against 
‘urban real estate increased 
slightly, as did the long-term 
obligations of corpurations, 


OPA TO SET DEALER'S MARGINS 
IN SOME NEW FOOD CEILINGS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
Specific dollar and cents price ceil- 
ings at the processor’s level on 
butter, eggs, cheese and other food 
products now covered by a general 
price freeze are to be issued as 
soon as possible, the OPA reported 
‘yesterday. 

The new orders also will specify 
fixed margins for wholesalers and 


retailers, the commodities affected 
‘thereupon to be withdrawn from 
the generalized regulation. 

The latter sets maximum prices, 
generally speaking, at the highest 
level at which the products were 
sold by each firm during the five- 
day period, Sept. 28-Oct. 2, 1942. 

This regulation originally was is- 
sued as a temporary order expiring 
Dec. 3. On the expiration date, it 
Was succeeded by another order 
under which the maximum prices 
largely remained the same. 

This order, now in effect, pro- 
vides that if any maximum price 
fixed by it is lower than the price 
set by a Department of Agricul- 
ture agreement or order, the de- 
partment price shall automatical- 
ly become the seller’s maximum. 

Besides butter, eggs and cheese, 
the order covers condensed milk, 
flour, cake mixes, canned citrus 
fruits and juices, corn meal, hom-

QUTPUT AT ALF SPEED, 
PATTERSON ASSERTS 


He Urges Work Week of 56 
Hours or Longer in Some 
Industries. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP).— 
Calling for greater production on 
the home front, Robert P. Patter- 
son, Under Secretary of War, says 
“We are not getting all we could 


out of our industry.” 

Measured on a round-the-clock 
basis, he asserted in an article 
written for the Army and Navy. 
Journal, “We are still using less | 
than half of our productive ca- 
pacity. 

“This is no 50 per cent war for 
the men on the battlefield. It 
cannot be a 50 per cent war for us 
at home... . 

“We are not overlooking the fact 
that it is as important to use men 
full time as it is to use machines, 
recognizing always that what con- 
stitutes fuH-time work in the case 
of a man-is very different from 
full-time work in the case of a 
machine.” 

Asserting that in some industries 
48 hours might be the most fruit- 
ful schedule while in others it 
might be 52 hours, 56 or even long- 
er, Patterson added: “We do not 
want to overtax our workers; we 
dare not undertax them.” 

Pattersor said it was hoped that 
present efforts to stimulate the 
output the output of strategic raw 
materials and the more efficient 
program of materials distribution 
“will do much to overcome the 
shortages that have retarded pro- 
duction and prevented many plants 
from going on a three-shift sched- 
ule.”

The November election result, he 
said, was a note of alarm from the 
country “over the amazing prog- 
ress that has been made toward 
converting this nation from a gov- 
ernment of law to a government 
of men who would: be and, so far 
as they are permitted, and that 
has been all too far, are dicta- 
tors. 

“In a dozen ways has the in- 
tent to ignore law and govern by 
personal decrees been manifested. 
Collectively I shall define these 
policies as the blunders of bu- 
reaucracy. 

“They are all blunders, as dis- 
tinguished from mistakes, but they 
are not all unintentional, far from 
that, they are, for the most part, 
of a pattern aimed at autocratic 
authority, free from the constitu- 
tional restraints imposed by the 
founding fathers of this nation. 
Therein lies the great danger.” 

The manner in which the farm- 
truck-gasoline rationing program 
was set up was, “without question, 
the most colossal blunder charge- 
able to the bureaucratic system,” 
Reed said. 

Charges Labor “Racket.” 


He cited as other “blunders” ad- 
ministrative actions with respect 
to farm prices and farm _ iabor, 
grain prices and grain marketing, 
and “the threat to the country, 
particularly to the farm states, in 
the near turning over to national 
government to the men who have 
built organized labor into a huge 
economic force which, at times, is 
used ruthlessly as a racket.” 

Reed said that though Congress 
specifically directed that no maxi- 
mum price or ceiling should be 
fixed on any farm commodity be- 
low parity, “the first official acts 
of President Roosevelt, of Price 
Administrator Henderson, or Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard, of 
Economic Stabilization Czar 
Byrnes, were in direct disregard of 
the plain mandate of the law.” 

“These acts,” he said, “consti- 
tuted and now constitute bad faith 
to a degree that is difficult to un- 
derstand or excuse in responsible 
officials. All of us were double- 
crossed. I want to acquit my sen- 
atorial colleagues of any intent to 
deceive or any part in the decep- 
tion which has been practiced. The 
responsibility lies elsewhere.”

Other 
qualities consist of the person’s social development, Is he a 
shy, shrinking violet such .as a typical introvert, or a well ad- 
justed, hail-fellow-well-met of the bond salesman type? Is he a 
coddled son of the rich with little motivation for anything but 
the country dances and golf, or is he a poor youth who has 
fought his way along till he has graduated from high school?

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Dehydrated Foods May Make Cooking Easy Job After War 


By Gladys Degner 


HAT would. you think, Mrs.” 
Housewife, if you could serve 
applesauce to five persons 
from a mere handful of apple 


flakes, looking slightly like saw-. 


dust? Or, mix a tablespoon of to- 
mato flakes with water and have 
a tomato juice cocktail? Or, serve 


' four pounds of cole slaw, enough 


for the whole ladies’ aid from one- 
half pound of dehydrated cabbage? 
Well, those are some of the foods 
that are going to lend-lease and 
the armed forces. 

You won't be getting your vege- 
tables this way right away, but 
when the war.is over you may,, 
L. K. Harper, president of the Na-’ 
tional Dehydrators’ Association, 
says dehydrated foods are destined 
to become a big factor in the post- 
War grocery business. Dried foods 
are not expected to take the place 


of canned, frozen or fresh foods, 


but, in Harpers’ opinion, dedydra- 
tion will be a standard fourth 
method of preservation because of 
the economies it effects. 

Ship sinkings have greatly ac- 
celerated the industry’s program, 
for in some instances dehydration 
saves as much as 90 per cent in 
cargo space. Many foods consist 
largely of water. Eggs and meat 
are three-fourths water; some veg- 
etables over 90 per cent water. 

During the past year the pur- 


chase of dehydrated vegetables and — | 


fruits has increased from 25,000,000 
pounds to 100,000,000 pounds with 
the prospect of an even greater in- 
crease, depending upon the prog- 
ress of the war. Add to this a 
proposed 60,000,000 pounds of de- 
hydrated meat. 

Seventy-five plants will be in op- 
eration by the end of this year pro- 
ducing dehydrated fruits and vege- 
tables. The departments of War 
and Agriculture, in conjunction 
with the WPB, have a committee 
which is actively helping dehydra- 
tors expand their facilities. About 
1,000,000,000 pounds of food are ex- 
pected to be dehydrated in 1943, 
including eggs, fruits, milk, vege- 
tables and meat. 

Dehydrated products can be 
made to taste as good as canned 
and other processed foods. When 
properly prepared, seasoned and 
ready to serve, they can hardly 
be told from other types... Pota- 
toes, for example, are dehydrated 
in many different styles—diced, 
mashed, sliced and julienne. When 
being prepared for a meal, the 
dehydrated vegetables snap back 
to normal by absorbing moisture. 

Four standard methods of de- 


‘and other vegetables 


hydration are widely used today 
—drum, spray, tunnel and cabi- 
net. Apples, bananas, tomatoes 
and fruits 

th little pulp are dried by the 
drum method. After being mashed 
with water, the mixture is sprayed 
through a perforated pipe onto the 
outside surface of a heated, rotat- 
ing drum. The dried product is 
scraped off in sheets, which look, 
much like tissue paper, and then 
broken into flakes. 

Spray drying is used for eggs 
and milk. The liquid is atomized 
through a fine spray into a tall 
heated chamber. A flurry of dried 
particle drops to the bottom of 
the chamber as snow falls to the 
earth.

and potatoes are the cabinet and 
tunnel methods, essentially the 
same but with mechanical varia- 
tions. The vegetables are first 
washed, sorted and sliced, cubed 
or julienned, For the tunnel meth- 
od they are placed on screen trays 
in go-cart-like carriers. The carts 
are pulled through a_ sixty-foot 
tunnel filled with hot, circulating, 
controlled air. By the time they 
reach the other end, the vege- 
tables are dehydrated. In the 
cabinet method, the trays are 
placed in stationary ovens through 
which the hot air is circulated 
rather than through a tunnel. 


According to Harper, one or two 
cargo planes could carry enough 
dehydrated foods to serve a meal 
to the inhabitants of an entire 
city.

OBSCURE VOWELS 


Springfield: What nonsense you 


spread by such absurd pronuncla- 
tions as “sig-uh-ret, prop-uh-gan- 
duh, uh-tack.” Any one who can 
read the dictionary can see that 
where you grunt “uh,” Webster's 
shows the pure “ah” sound. But 
perhaps you have never heard of 
Webster.—M. C, 


Answer: Sorry, but you have 
erred in three respects. (1) The 
symbol “uh” is not the interjection 
“ugh!” It simply designates the 
obscure or neutral sound of vow- 
els in certain words, and has been 
so used for centuries by language 
experts. (2) Webster’s (or any 
other dictionary) does not show 
“ah” in the words you mention. If 
you will examine Webster's care- 
fully, you will see that in the re- 
spelling for pronunciation the “a” 
of cigarette. thé first and last “a” 
of propaganda, and the first “a” 
of attack are not Roman char- 
acters. The “a” of these words 
is an italic letter, exactly as 
“a” appears in written script. Now 
please refer to the example words 
at the bottom of the page in your 
dictionary and note that the “a” 
of sofa (also the “e” of silent, the 
“i” of charity, the “o” of connect, 
and the “u”.of circus) is an italic 
letter. It is thus that Webster’s 
indicates the obscure or neutral 
sound of the vowel. 


(3) The use of obscure vowels 
in unaccented syllables is neither 
ignorant nor corrupt. Webster's 
states that the neutral vowel, as 
heard in sofa, etc., “is heard in all 
styles of cultivated speech.” The 
Encyclopedia Britannica says: “Ie 


is a deep-rooted characteristic of 
English to obscure vowels in un- 
stressed positions.” The great au- 
thority, Phyfe, wrote, “Vowels in 
the unaccented syllables are more 
or less obscured, and therefore 
aoe the short sound of ‘u’ in 
ut.”

don’t create the fact, but they are 
likely to be blamed when they put 
it into application. I refer, of 
course, to the fact that we — 
that tuberculosis is spread from 

one human being to another and 
that in order to protect a family, 
the patient with tuberculosis in a 
household must be detected and re- 
moved from contact with children. 

However, if we are going to elim- 
inate tuberculosis from the world, 
it is going to have to be done by 
case finding. I believe within 50, 
years I could reduce the incidence , 
of tuberculosis almost to zero if I 
had the police power to go from 
house to house every place in the 
land and make examinations of 
everybody living there and remove 
the ones with tuberculosis to a 
sanatorium so that they would not 
be in contact with the others. 

To a considerable extent we are 
doing this at the present time and 
the thoroughness with which it is 
done is shown in the decline in the 
incidence of tuberculosis. It is no 
plesant job to remove fathers or 
mothers from their children and 
have them segregated so that they 
very seldom see the children, but 
it must be remembered’ ‘that tuber- 
hood and is 
the result of contact with another 
human being * Aready has it.

IN THIS — it is as- 

tonishing to find how many people 


- past middle age have chronic tu- 


berculosis. We think of tuber- 
culosis as occurring in young 
people and of being cured or 
healed, or of carrying the individ- 
ual off before he has arrived at the 
age of 50.- However, this is not 
true, In some people it becomes an 
extremely chronic disease and peo- 
ple may have active tuberculosis 
and be able to breathe out tubercu- 
losis germs until even a ripe old 
age. 

Most of these people have no 
idea that they have tuberculosis; 
they know they have a chronic 
cough and call it chronic bron- 
chitis. It is sort of natural to have 
grandmother and grandfather take 


father are out some Saturday or 
Sunday afternoon, and this close 
contact may be the cause of active 
tuberculosis in a child. 

In a routine examination-of 3000 
patients at the Philadelphia Gen- 
eral Hospital it was found that 
25 per cent had tuberculosis of the 
lungs; 1000 of these patients were 
over 60 years of age and in this 
group 28 per cent were found to 
have tubersulosis of the lungs and 
were capable of spreading it to 
other human beings.

IN A CAREFUL study of 136 
such patients it was found that 80 
knew of a family history of tuber- 
culosis; 24 per cent knew of tu- 
berculosis in their parents and 35 
per cent knew of tuberculosis 
among their children or grandchil- 
dren. This is a sufficiently star- 
tling set of statistics to make us 
realize the prevalence of tubercu- 
losis in those of middle age or over. 

The symptoms which these pa- 
tients had and which should make 
one suspicious were as follows: 
About three-fourths of the patients 
had a cough; nearly the same num- 
ber were subject to colds; 1 per 
cent had pleurisy; 10 per cent com- 
plained of weakness; a small per- 
centage had night sweats and nerv- 
ousness and a fair percentage com- 
plained of dyspepsia,

Economical Menus

ITH the virtual disappear- 
ance of canned salmon from 
the consumer market, some 
folks are going to fee] their culi- 
nary style cramped. Of course 
there’s nothing quite so convenient 
as canned salmon for making fish 
loaves, souffles, salads and so on. 
But fresh fish, if not quite so 
handy, can be every bit as good. 
Fresh salmon, for example, is just 
as beautiful, just as delicious, and 
almost as comfortably boneless. 
Fresh halibut is another big fish 
from which you can get almost 
boneless steaks. Any fresh fish, 
cooked by boiling or baking, and 
then boned and flaked, can pinch- 
hit for canned salmon as long as 
the canned variety is busy in th¢ 
front lines of the war. 


Fish Puff. 


One-fourth cup butter; jAhree- 
fourths pound halibut steak; one- 
fourth cup flour; two-thirds cup 
evaporated milk; two-thirds cup 
water; three eggs, separated; one 
teaspoon salt; one teaspoon lemon 
one-half teaspoon onion 
juice; one-half teaspoon sugar; 
dash red pepper; one teaspoon 
finely chopped green pepper. 

Melt butter in skillet, lay fish 
in it, and simmer for three or four 
minutes, or until just cooked 
through. Lift fish onto c plate to 
cool slightly; then remove skin 
and bones, and break the fish into 
flakes. Stir flour into butter re- 


maining in pan; when smooth, add - 


milk and water, and stir until 
sauce boils and thickens. 

Remove from heat and stir into 
the egg yolks which have been 
beaten in a mixing bowl. Add all 
the seasonings and fold in the 
flaked fish. Cool for a few min- 
utes; then beat the egg whites 
until stiff and fold into the fish 
mixture. Turn into a six-cup Cas- 
serole and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) for about 
45 minutes, or until golden brown. 
Do not set casserole in water. 
Serve immediately, with tomato 
sauce if desired. Four generous
